Carnegie was first requested

appear and on declining that invitation, 
was peremptorily summoned. 
His re- 


Tusai to testify without formal summons 
was on tho ground that he was named 
as a defendant In the government's suit 


, against the steel corporation. 


When Carnegie took the witness stand 


he furnished the committee with a state- 
men regarding steel industry conditions 
and told of his career in the . business. 
He began, his stenl career, he said, In 
November, 1861. with the' firm Of Miller 
& Small, and in 1S62 he borrowed J1500 
from the National Bank of Pittsburg to 
rng-age in a partnership in the Keystone 
BridR'i Company at Plttsburg. 


,'Tivp or six of us," he- said, "were 


engaged In. this. In 1SG3. we built an- 
other mill in Fittsburg and In. 18G-1 . 1 
Was one of the organizers of the Supe- 
rior Ore Mill and Furnace.' In 1866 we 
built the locomotive works In Pittsburg, 
and in 1S67 we united two other mills in 
Pittsburg. 
That was the beginning of 


the Carnegie Steel Company, Limited." 


MEN 
OF EXPERIENCE. 


"Interesting other men with you in 


those early days," 
Cnalrrr.an 
Stanley 


asked, "did you do so by selling setock 
in Wall street or other exchanges, or 
did you get men of experience In the 
iron business?" 


"No, no. I did not look for men who 


had no experience in the iron --business?" 


Asked by Chairman Stanley as to the 


value or his holdings in the '60s, Mr. 
Carnegie said he had no Idea, but would 
obtain the figures if given time., 


At another point Carnegie styled the 


banking system of the United States a 
"disgrace to civilization." and told his 
hearers that if the bill now before Con- 
gress passed, they would, have something. 
to prevent panics which, he said, were 
due to the "fact that we have the worst 
banking System In the world." 


A written- statement presented to the 


committee by Carnegie declared 
that 


"the fact that the law of competition in 
business had seemed recently to be im- 
paired In certain fields,, notably those of 
natural .oil, steel and tobacco," had giv- 
en the committee its task. 


"We are in a transition stage," he 


said, "and naturally suggestions are mi- 
metous and devious for effective compli- 
ance -with the Sherman act as interpret- 
ed by the supreme court." 


Continuing. Carnegie said a measure 


satisfactorily preventing "those two un- 
desirable evils." restraint of trnrie and 
monopoly, certainly would 1>e evolved 


. and that there was "no cause at present 
for either alarm or haste" by courts. 
Congress, 
producers 
or 
consumers. 


"Nothing revolutionary is required," he 
concluded.

The sons are Chester Reid of St. Louis, 
Harney Reid, an assistant city en- 
gineer of San Francisco, and Rowan 
Reid, an employe "of the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company.

Pierce is anxious that the body be 
:buried in proper fashion, and his wife 
is willing to consent to the interment 
taking place either at Holy Cross 
cemetery in.San' Mateo county or at 
the birthplace of the dead woman in 
Kentucky. Sheis ready to cast in her lot 
with whichever *t\vo of the three sons 
agree upon the matter. Chester Reid, 
however, has applied for letters of 
administration and is determined that 
he will take the body of his mother 
back to Kentucky.

Professor Parker will be accompanied 
by Belmour Browne of the Parker-Browne 
expedition of 1910, Merl Lavoy of Seattle, 
and Arthur Aten of Valdez, Alaska, ex- 
ports in .handling dog teams. They will 
take two dog teams. One of these', teams 
has been under Aten's training for a year 
and is composed of the pick of the north- 
ern country. t 
"I expect to be In tlfe snow two or three 
months," Professor Parker said 
today. 


After leaving Talkeetus, an Idian camp 
not far from our tjase of supplies, we ex- 
pect to make thirty miles a day for the 
first 100 miles.

Denies Report of 
Vaudeville War 


in the East 


Herman Fehr, Schlitz 


Attorney, Is His 


Companion 


Martin Beck, hub and several spokes 


of the great Orpheum vaudeville wheel, 
paid Oakland a visit yesterday, accom- 
panied by Herman Fehr, head attorney 
for the Schlitz brewing- interests of Mil- 
waukee and a business partn«sr and close 
friend of 'the Orpheum general manager. 
With Beck come official verification of 
reported plans that will put vaudeville on 
a plane scarcely conceived possible five 
years ago. 
That the Schlitz interests 
may flnanco whatever enterprises Beck 
has In view may be inferred from thsJ 
statement of Fehr that "nothing wiH be 
too big for Beck to go after." According 
to eastern theatrical -Journals, investment 
of the Milwaukee corporation's finances 
is in the hands of Fehr. 
Seven months ago an agreement be- 
tween the Orpheum -company and the 
United Booking Offices of 
rTew 
York 
came to an end and Beck repeatedly re- 
fused to renew it. The compact called 
for the reservation of all territory east 
of Cincinnati to he booking people, who, 
in turn agreed to keep out of the vaude- 
ville territory west 'of that city. 


REFUSES TO RENEW; 
"For two years the United Booking 


Offices have been after me to consent to 
a renewal of tho agreement," Beck, said 
yesterday. "I refused continually to con- 
sider it. They threatened to enter the 
West with a string- of houses unless I 
listened to them, but I Icnew where 
I stood and told them to go ahead and 
build. 
I was bombarded with threats,* 
appeals and offers which had no effect. 
"Seven months ago the agreement ex- 
pired ajid we were treated to another 
outburst, in which the botrery of a great 
chain of vaudeville houses throughout 
the West, running in • opposition to the 
Orpheum circuit, was again hoisted. 
I 
was ready for that and Just recently, 
when the noise became loudest,- I an- 
nounced that ground had been broken for 
a ?3,OCO,000 theater and booking center 
in New -York. 
Then I left New York 
and left them to think it over and light 
it out among themselves." 
For years New York vaudeville has 
been almost exclusively in the hands of 
tho United Booking Offices, -the business 
title of the Keith interests. 
BeBk's an- 
nouncement that his long rumored theater 
was to be built, in fact, 
was 
already 
unSer way, went through - the 
Great 
White Way like a tornado, tearing doors 
off hinges in several offices. 


MORE THAN THEATER. 
The New York enterprise is to be more 
than a mere theater. Besides the Palace 
of Vaudeville, the building at Broadway 
and Forty-seventh will 
house smaller 
producing theaters, where sleeping talent 
will be awakened, trained talent bettered 
and talent of any kind at. all .be -given a 
chance. Facilities -forTiaridlincr. produc- 
tions from inception''.to" -production will 
be installed and a.great staff employed 
to handle the work. 
"I am planning a giant vaudeville fac- 
tory," says Beck, "with the idea of de- 
veloping actors and actresses, bringing 
the best out of the amateur sea and 
calling on the best opera and legitimate 
drama has to offer. 
Oakland will soon 
feel the result of this betterment of vau- 
deville, as will every other house on the 
circuit" 
" 
As an example of the magnitude of his 
plans, Beck made public yesterday a re- 
cent booking of an entire ballet from 
one of the F,uropean capitals. 
"We' will bring this ballet Intact to 
Chicago for the opening of our new 
Palace theater, In March. After that the 
ballet will bB cut xu> into generous por- 
tions and' sent out over the circuit In 
various acts. While-.ln~ Europe recently 
we "secured at least 30 acts for the cir- 
cuit'.' In fact, we will depend, a great 
deal' on the capitals of the old world to 
furnish us with material for the new or- 
der of things. 
"A vaudeville war? There is none- and 
will not be. 
There is room for • every- 
body and what we are planning will ben- 
efit vaudeville as a whole. The United 
people and we have settled our bookings 
amicably — that was necessary for busi- 
ness reasons." 
Herman Fehr, who !s a partner of 
Beck in several theaters, who represents 
the Schlitz Interests, who is several times 
a manufacturer and who is recorded in 
the blue book as a millionaire, displayed 
a lawyer's tendency to talk about the 
weather in preference to his part In the 
vaudeville game. 


LEAVES IT TO BECK. 


"I'd rather leave It all to Beck," he 
«aid. "Ha knows it-aH.-and.;.«.-lof better 
than 1 do, A remarkable -man,-- Beck, 
with plans for the future that are just 
as remarkable. Nothing: will be too "big 
for him to go after. The best things In 
the dramatic world are what he wants 
and what, he will reach out for. An ex- 
ample of what he has already attained 
will be shown when we opened the Chi- 
cago house in March. 
"Beside a great ballet there-are to be 
numbers on the bill that' will be eye- 
openers. Variety as Paris, London and 
Berlin know It will be America's vaude- 
ville of the future, only, I think, it will 
be on a greater scale." 
Beck and Fehr leave for Los Angeles 
today, planning to spend two days in 
that'cily looking over the situation, after 
which they will return to the bay region 
for a visit of a little more than a week. 
Beck's return to New York is said to 
be eagerly awaited by showmen In the 
metropolis.

Included in the cargo of the ship "Wil- 


liam T. Lewis at present at Long wharf 
discharging freight is 500 tons of rags. 
Every year, thousands of tons of rags are 
imported into this country for the pur- 
poso of being made into roofing. Ger- 
many, France, ^-England, and other Eu- 
ropean countries? aro among the leading 
exporters, practically all of the cast off 
clothing from thaso countries being ship- 
ped to this side where they are made into 
roofing. 
A California paint company is the larg- 
est importer of rags on the Pacific coast, 
and to this concern the rags on board the 
Lewis are consigned. - Although many 
tons of rags are purchased from local 
people, not enough are in evidence to 
supply -the great demand, so that as a 
final resort Europe Is chosen for the 
''rag- market." 
The "sorters" at the company a -works 
in looking over tho rags'cometimes come 
across jewels, coin and other articles 
of value concealed in the linings of the 
cast off clothing. 
In one instance one 


of the workmen while looking through a 
garment found a magnificent 
diamond 
brooch valued up 
in the thousands of 
dollars. Another sorter 
while looking 
through the rags came upon a half.doz- 
en silk neckties, while finding coin is 
a common 
occurrence. These 
sorters 
have become-so nimble at ripping open 
old clothing that it is but a few seconds 
before a. coat is reduced to shreds and 
If anything is. concealed it is quickly 
found. 
All cf these rags,-however, do not con- 
tain valuables. 
Some of them .are in- 
fested with germs, and it is thought by 
many tiifl-t through this channel many 
foreign diseases manage to get into this 
country.

ing center Oakland has become. Aside from the great number of 
manufacturing establishments located here, the variety of products 
turned out is amazing. They range from-ocean ships to paper bags, 
from steain engines to chocolate drops. 


iWe bttiM ships, both steel and wood, steam engines, gas en- 


gines> ;boilers, wagons, locomotives and traction engines. We man- 
ufadtere cotton goods, steel wire, wood and paper boxes, flour, 
breakfast foods, syrup, paints, paper, rubber goods, roofing, gloves, 
structural .sted and iron, overalls, pumps, chemicals, shoes, tents, 
copper utensils, wickerware, candies, beer, etc., and refine oil, can 
fruits and make sash, doors and blinds. There are many other in- 
dustries besides those enumerated, .employing in the aggregate 
many thousand employes, who receive each month more than a 
million.dollars in wages. 


A census of the various manufacturing establishments of Oak- 


land would make an instructive and interesting exhibit—one that 
would be a convincing proof of Oakland's importance. The bulk 
of; the manufacturing done in this city is carried on so quietly that 
few people realize its volume and value or the extent of the.niflu- 
erice it, everts on the life of the- community. The average Oak- 
lander cannot tell what is done in:half the hundreds of establish- 
ments fringing the water fronf and scattered over the city. 
He 


knows they are making something in each place, but that ie all 
just what they are making he does not know,yand seldom takes the 
trouble to inquire. If he will look at the industrial'report of the 
Federal census,'however, he'will discover that Oakland is one of 
the. most thriving manufacturing cities in the country. From 1900 
to 1910 the manufactured output of this city increased 140 per 
cent, and is steadily increasing.

When is a building really fireproof? The Equitable building 


was counted as fireproof, but it burned, nevertheless, in,a fire that 
was disastrous because of,the loss of life. Certainly none of the 
buildings erected twenty or thirty years ago as fireproof can be 
called immune from destruction by fire. A fireproof building filled 
with inflammable material is dangerous to its-occupants, and aids 
instead of checking a conflagration. 


-'In these days of modern invention and railroad- equipment it is 


surprising that the fatal railroad collision at Wright, Kansas, should 
have occurred through the failure .of the engineer in charge of one 
of the;Santa..Fe passenger trains to see the track signals owing to 
the blinding snow storm prevailing until he had passed his stopping 
station and it was too late to avoid disaster. The simple provision 
of a mileage indicator on his engine operated by the revolution of 
its own driving wheels would have been an effective preventive of 
such an accident, as it would have given him timely warning of his 
approach to the station and enabled him to slow up and stop when 
he reached it. Under such conditions only criminal negligence on 
his part or ignorance of the distance between stations could have 
resulted i n .disaster.

The .district cannot .get a better-Representative, nor 
onBjp'.capable of guarding its ^pt;ere^^n|^ng«ssV^|&.^Need- 
ham is: the dean of the 'California House delegation 'iri point of 
continuous service; moreover, he is a man of sound judgment and 
more than ordinary ability. His experience and legislative capacity 
will be difficult to replace. His renomination and re-election, we 
take it, are a foregone conclusion. 'Why, then, should he leave the 
district he has represented so long and faithfully to seek political 
honors in a new district among strangers? 


When the State was redistricted at the recent session of the 


Legislature, Mr. Needham and the Hon. S. C. Smith were thrown 
into the same district. 
Mr. Smith resides in Bakersfield, Kern 


county. ,,He is a very sick man. The prospect of his ultimate re- 
coVery,is remote, but it is understood that he desires to run again. 
Either Smith and Needham must contest-for the nomination or one 
of them must go into another district. 
Needham and Smith are 


warm friends, and hence it is assumed that Mr. Needham may be 
prompted by motives of friendship to move out and leave the field 
clear for Mr. Smith. 


But if either of them is to move into the Eleventh district, it 


should be Smith. The counties comprising that district are in his 
present district, hence a change of residence would not subject 
him to the same criticism that-would be visited on Mr. Needham. 
He is no stranger to the people of the Eleventh district; he is rep- 
resenting them—or the greater proportion of them—now, and his 
change of residence would alter no political condition and excite 
no particular comment. 


The case would be entirely different for Mr. Needham. He 


would be charged with carpetbagging; his act of renunciation 
would be construed by opponents and political enemies as the ef- 
fort of a politician who had worn himself out in one district 
to retrieve his political fortunes by emigrating into another. 
This cry might defeat Mr. Needham's nomination and thus de- 
prive California of the services of one of the most useful men she 
has in Congress. 


Governor Osburn of Michigan says he will support La Follette 


in case the Republican National Convention should nominate him 
for President, and then he proceeded to give some excellent reasons 
why La Follctte should not be nominated, closing with the benevo- 
lent hope that the Wisconsin man might stay in the Senate for the 
remainder of his life to preclude the possibility of his ever getting 
in the White House.

GREAT BALLADE OF 


CASTLES IN SPAIN 


Friend W. Richardson, the new State Printer, has undertaken to 


protect the employes under him from the exactions of. loan sharks. 
He has assumed a large task, but we hope he will be successful. 
The loan shark is usually a remorseless cormorant who preys upon 
poverty and weakness and takes advantage of extreme necessity to 
extort not- only exorbitant usuary but actual blackmail. 


. Many corporations and business firms make it a rule to discharge 


employes whose salaries are attached for debt They do this to pro- 
tect themselves from trouble and annoyance. This rule places a 
'.terrible-weapon in.the hands,-of.the'loa'n.sha.f.k.,.Debtors,are:sque5zed, 
through'their fear of discharge;;-and are kept in terror and slavery 
by the blood-suckers to whom they become indebted. Human 
weakness and necessity are thus made.to defeat the purpose of a 
wholesome rule; moreover, they make men the prey of unscrupu- 
lous harpies who are strangers to conscience and human sympathy. 


"But if improvident people will borrow money at fabulous rates 


of interest from usurers, why doe's it concern me?" asks the steady, 
responsible citizen. 


It concerns him greatly, for it touches the honesty and trust- 


worthiness of employes, the well-being of'society, and even the just 
administration of the law. For the loan shark makes the law an in- 
'stru'menfc.-of 'extortion and1 "employs its machinery_to_ torture and 
plunder his victims. Frequently the collecting agent of ~the"16a:n' 
shark is special deputy constable or deputy sheriff. 
This person 


terrorizes persons ignorant of the law and makes all sorts of threats 
to compel obedience to his 'demands. Sometimes he takes posses^ 
sion of property without authority from any court and when it is 
redeemed exacts fees for a suit that was never brought and for ser- 
vice of papers that were never issued. Criminal charges are 
trumped up against delinquent debtors to enforce payment of j 
claims of the most doubtful character. 


Justices of the peace are often in collusion with loan sharks and 


collection agents. Hence it often occurs that the processes of the 
•criminal law are invoked to collect disputed or .outlawed claims. 
Warrants are issued and placed in the hands of collection.agents to 
serve. No service will be made if the victim can be terrorized into 
paying the demand for money that comes with the threat of arrest. 
Many people permit themselves to be robbed in this way rather 
than suffer the ignominy and disgraceful notoriety of arrest on a 
criminal charge. Interest at fabulous rates are compounded month- 
ly to squeeze the unfortunate debtor, who finds himself stripped 
and plundered by the law which should be his protection. 


This is not an overdrawn picture. It is a mild statement of a 


shameful fact. All around us the loan shark and collection agent 
are working in collusion with the agents of the law. Everybody 
sees the pockets of helpless people picked under cover of legal au- 
thority. Poor people are driven to steal to satisfy the demands of 
extortioners and their badged and deputized bum bailiffs. This is 
a matter of grave concern to every good citizen; every honest man, 
every person whose soul revolts at wrong and oppression. 


We do i30t know just what measures Mr. Richardson will adopt 


to protect the employes of the State Printing Office from such ex- 
actions as we. have described, but he has our best wishes for his 
success. His undertaking is a righteous one, and we do know that 
the administration of law in the minor courts has become a public 
stench because of the practices we have described. Some check 
should be placed on the conspiracy between justice courts, loan 
sharks and collection agents.

Kadical Changes Predicted in 


the Health and Fire 


Departments. 


Civil Service Board Ax Is to 


Lop Off All Useless 


Timber. 


A general shake-up In the. health and 


fire departments of the city government 
Is forecasted by street rumor and gossip 
about tho city- hall, and It is declared 
that the civil service board will bring 
about considerable changes In its inves- 
tigation of both. The recent successful 
re-organization of the etrefct department 
Is Eald to.be but the beginning'of com- 
prehensive .work in an effort-to intro- 
duce an efficiency system in all depart- 
ments of the city. 
Commissioner of Public 
Health 
and 
Safetv Fred C. Turner last night applied 
to tho civil service 'board for their co- 
operation In re-classifying the employes 
of the health department, and received 
the promise of tho board that the in- 
quiry Into conditions In the health de- 
partment would be undertaken at once. 
That a shake-up of no mean propor- 
tions may follow the inquiry Is freely ad- 
mitted about the city hall. It is a mat- 
ter of common knowledge that grave In- 
equalities exist in the salaries paid in 
the health department. 
In addition to 
this, it Is known that there are several 
hold-over jobs which have outlived their 
usefulness since the decadence of the 
old. "rat crusade" of many moons ago. 
The health department is one of the 
most important In the city government, 
as It has supervision over tho inspection 
of plumbing, meats and markets, sani- 
tary conditions in general, -diseases of 
Infectious and contagious nature, vital 
statistics and their bearing 
upon 
the 
health of tho community, and a host of 
minor matters which nevertheless are of 
great Importance to the citizens. 


CAUSE OF COMMENT. 


Ths health-, department was formerly 
tinder the city health officer and the 
beard of health, out this latter body was 
not continued by the new charter. 
The 
•Wteansformatlon from the old methods to 
^ITew Is said not to^ have been accomplished 
In any satisfactory manner,. and it was 
a. matter of constant comment in the "old 
city council that the board of health 
and its management were even then wo- 
fully inadequate to the requirements of 
the work.

Turner's letter and the reply from, the 
civil service board are as follows; 
January 2, 1912. '

Gentlemen: As you prob- 
ably know, the health office is in a 
condition that I- understand Is not 
thoroughly logical In so far as the 
salaries are concerned.

•it soon as you can find time, therefore,

"I 'have been planning to move from, 


my home on Golden Gate avenue, and

streets, told me that Mr. Barbee-would 
probably like to buy some of my fur- 
nishings and tapestry and I went to 
find Mm. We went to the house and'he 
looked over the carpets and furniture. 
We -were" sitting: down -when Mr. Barbee 
complained that he was cold. I told him 
that the only heat I had was •.from a 
sas stove and I lighted it. He, stepped 
into the-bathroom'for'a moment and I 
sat flown'.Tpn the lovnge;''I'remember 
nothing more until I awoke and found 
him dead, when 1 notified Mr. Jacobs 
and the police came and arrested me. I 
was so excited that I could hardly speak 
and I don't know anything more." 


OVERCOME BY GAS. 


It Is said by the police to ba evident 
that the hose was not properly fastened 
to the gas stove and undoubtedly the 
woman was overcome as she states. 


When the police arrived they found 


Barbee dead and his body was removed 
to the morgue. 
The woman has been 


friendly with tho saloon man for some 
time past and the couple have been seen 
together frequently. 


Barbee was. a member of the liquor 


firm of Barbee & Cleaver, and' 34 .years 
"oifrj.iltif.w'as .4:30:,o'clock;,tar,,the after- 
noon, according to Mrs. Carlton, when 
the stove was lighted and 11 o'clock had 
arrived before she regained conscious- 
ness.

Before 
any decisive steps are taken Wndlng Ala- 
meda the matter 'will be submitted to the 
voters through an election to determine 
whether or not the people desire to ac- 
quire ownership of the Alameda division 
of the Peoples Water Company. No price 
was mentioned.

son of Superior Judge Frank -B. Ogr 
den, for an'1 Injunction to restrain the 
board of education. In Its official capacity 
of high sohcv-.l board of the high school 
district of Oakland, from preventing blm 
from enrolling as a student in the high 
school. 
Ogden is a minor and is suing through 
his mother as guardian ad lltcm. 
He 
was suspended from the high school, to- 
gether with about five other students, 
for alleged violation of the anti-fraternity 
law, and the matter should have come 
up this forenoon In Department Three 
of the Superior Court on an order to 
anew cause. The Illness of Judge Wells, 
however, and the inability of any other 
local Judge co lak« the case up, either 
at this time or In the near future, de- 
veloped the necessity of asking an out- 
side jurist to come into the case. 
Assistant District Attorney W. H. L. 
Hynes t.nd Attorney Eugene B. Trefethen.' 
of the firm of Chapman & Trefathen, 
the former representing the school direqt- 
ors and the latter -young Ogden, took 
the case before Judge T. W. Harris to- 
day 'when it was apparent that Judge 
Wells would not be on hand, but that 
jurist assured the lawyers that his cal- 
ander was In such shape that it would 
be Impossible for him to sit in the mat- 
ter. 


The attorneys then went before Judga 
William. H. Waste, who suggested that 
the beet way out of the dilemma was 
to call In an outside jurist. He suggested 
that Judge N. D. Arnot of El Dorado 
county would be. present In the auxiliary 
department for about two months after 
January 15, but Attorney Trefethen de- 
clared that It would not be possible for 
his client to wait that long for an ad- 
judication of his Interests.1

eaid that the matter was of such great

Association) 
team and Michael Smalling, first base- 
man. 
Others '-were Simon Nichols, shortstop 
and captain of tho Baltimore (Eastern 
League) -club; Herman JPriepke,,. second 
baseman:,of the.,Utica. .(New,.Xqrk.;State 
League) team; Arthur:-Br6wn. first'basa- 
man of the Albany (New York 
State 
League) team", and Harry 
Hammond, 


who had Blayed with various teams of 
the Southern League and American As- 
sociation.

The ships will have accommoda- 
tions for 300 first-class passengers, 200 
second-class and 300 third-class or steer- 
age.
